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RECOMMENDATIONS TO AUTHORS OF PAPERS 
FOR PRESENTATION BEFORE’ THE SOCIETY 


(1) Nature of Papers 

Papers embodying results of original investigations or researches are 
particularly welcome. 

The Council is, however, prepared to consider papers of a descriptive 
or statistical nature on any aspect of illumination. 


(2) Date of Delivery 


Papers should preferably reach the Secretary not less than three months 
before the dates of the meetings at which they are intended to be read. 


(3) Length of Papers 

Papers should be written as concisely as possible and should not be 
longer than 5,000-6,000 words; this length may be extended only when subjects 
demand specially detailed treatment. Shorter contributions on detailed 
problems are also acceptable either for presentation at “ problem meetings” 
or for publication in the Transactions. 

A short summary of contents (100 to 250 words) should accompany each 
paper, in a form suitable for use as an abstract. 


(4) Preparation of Manuscripts 

Manuscripts should be preferably typed on one side of the paper only, 
and should be presented in duplicate. Subject matter should be arranged 
in logical sequence, with headings and subheadings clearly indicated. 
Unduly long paragraphs and sentences should be avoided. A new heading 
should be commenced whenever a new topic is introduced. 

References to literature should be made in the text by means of numbers. 
All such references should appear in order of date at the end of the paper— 
author, periodical, year, number and page being mentioned in this order. 


(5) Illustrations 


Drawings should be executed to a large scale and in black ink on white 
cardboard in a form suitable for reproduction. Photographs for printing pur- 
poses should be contrasty positive prints with a glazed surface. Care should 
be taken that any lettering or figures intended to appear in the illustration 
are of adequate size. For a reduction in scale of one-third to one-half, figures 
should be not less than 3-16 in. deep. Where figures or letters appear within 
the boundaries of a sketch for reproduction in the block, special care should 
be taken to ensure that they are of adequate size and neatly executed; where 
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this presents difficulty they should be indicated in pencil so that they may be 
executed in ink by a draughtsman before the block is made. 


(6) Lantern Slides 

Whilst the number of lantern slides shown in illustration of papers 
naturally varies according to the subject, experience suggests that the 
number should be limited to about a dozen when careful scrutiny by the 
audience is demanded. Intricate and complex detail, such as is difficult to 
follow, especially by those at a distance from the screen, should be avoided. 
As a rough guide, it is suggested that not more than 20 lines of printed 
matter should appear on one lantern slide and that letters and figures should 
be not less than 1-16 in. in depth. In general tables should not be presented 
in the form of lantern slides. 


Photographs and diagrams intended for use in the epidiascope should be 
executed on matt paper. 


(1) Mode of Presentation of Papers 

Papers should preferably not be read in extenso at meetings. Authors 
should present summaries in their own words, in general occupying 30 to 40 
minutes (including time spent in the showing of lantern slides or demon- 
strations). 


(8) Acknowledgements 

Technical descriptions of advances in sources of light or apparatus used 
therewith may with advantage be included in papers, but no trade names 
should be mentioned, nor should the names of manufacturers be stated, ex- 
cept in the form of a general acknowledgement of information or assistance 
rendered, which should be inserted at the conclusion of the paper. No trade 
names or names of firms should appear in any illustrations, or on the lantern 
slides used to illustrate a paper or discussion before the Society. 


Authors are entitled to receive, free of cost, up to 50 
copies of the issue of the Transactions in which their con- 
tributions appear. 


The Leon Gaster Memorial Premium, to the value of 
£10 10s., is awarded annually for the best paper or contri- 
bution submitted to and published by the Society during 
the Session. (The premium may be withheld in any year 
in the event of no contribution of sufficient merit being 
received by the Society.)
